L (currently amended) A compact package for a garment made from a delicate material 
comprising: 

a container body defining a storage chamber having an open end; 

a garment made from a delicate material having an associated uncompressed, 
loose density form, said garment being compressed within the storage chamber of said 
container body to multiple times the loose, uncompressed d e nsity form , wherein the 
garment constitutes hosiery; 

a buffer material, separate from the garment, arranged upon the garment within 
the storage chamber; a&d 

a cover member extending across the open end of the storage chamber to retain 
the garment and buffer material within the container bod y: and 

a plurality of pro jections provided on an upper inside surface portion of the 
container body, said cover member engaging the plurality of projections within the 
storage chamber . 

2. (original) The compact package according to claim 1, wherein the cover member 
includes a body portion provided with a plurality of openings. 

3. (original) The compact package according to claim 2, wherein the body portion of the 
cover member includes an arcuate base. 

4. (original) The compact package according to claim 3, wherein a lower side of the base 
is convex in shape. 
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5. (original) The compact package according to claim 1, further comprising: a pull-tab 
element, attached to the body portion of the cover member, for use in removing the cover 
member from the storage chamber. 

6. (original) The compact package according to claim 5, wherein the pull-tab element is 
pivotally connected to the body portion. 

7. (original) The compact package according to claim 6, wherein the pull-lab element 
constitutes a ring. 

8. (currently amended) The compact package according to elated claim 10 , further 
comprising: a plurality of projections provided on an upper inside surface portion of the 
container body, said cover member engaging the plurality of projections within the 
storage chamber. 

9. (original) The compact package according to claim 1, further comprising: a cap 
member mounted over the open end of the container body.

a container body defining a storage chamber having an open end, wherein the 
container body is formed, about at least a portion of the open end, with an outwardly 
projecting Up; 

a garment m a de from a delicate material having an associated uncompressed, 
loose form, said garment being compressed within the storage chamber of said container 
body to multiple times the loose, uncompressed form, wherein the garment constitutes 
hosiery: 

a buffer material, separate from the garment, arranged upon the garment within 
the storage chamber; 

a cover member extending across the open end of the storage chamber to retain 
the garment and buffer material within the container body: and 
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a cap member mounted over the open end of the container body . aa4 said cap 
member ie being formed with a plurality of inner projections, wherein said cap member is 
snap-Jit to the container body with the plurality of inner projections extending about the 
lip. 

1 1. (original) The compact package according to claim 1, wherein Lhe storage chamber 
has a total volume of less than 10 in 3 (164 cm 3 ). 

12. (original) The compact package according to claim 1, wherein the buffer material is 
different from the delicate material of the garment. 

13. (original) The compact package according to claim 12, wherein the buffer material is 
constituted by paper.

15. (previously amended) The compact package according to claim 1 1, wherein the 
hosiery constitutes a pair of pantyhose. 

16. (currently amended) A compact package for a garment made from a delicate material 
comprising: 

a container body defining a storage chamber having an open end, said storage 
chamber having a total volume of less than 10 in 3 (164 cm 3 ); 

a garment made from a delicate material having an associated uncompressed, 
loose d e nsity form , said garment being compressed within the storage chamber of said 
container body lo multiple times the loose, uncompressed density form , wherein the 
garmunl constitutes hosiery; 

a cover membe r, separate from the container body, extending across the open end 
of the storage chamber to retain the garment within the container body; and 

a cap membe r, separate from the container body, mounted to the open end of the 
container body over the cover member. 
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17. (original) The compact package according to claim 16, wherein the container body is 
formed, about at least a portion of the open end, with an outwardly projecting lip, and 
said cap member is formed with a plurality of inner projections, wherein said cap 
member is snap-fit to the container body with the plurality of inner projections extending 
about the lip. 

18. (currently amended) A compact package for a garment made from a delicate material 
comprising: 

a container body defining a storage chamber having an open end, said storage 
chamber having a total volume of less than 10 in 3 (164 cm 3 ); 

a garment made from a delicate material having an associated uncompressed, 
loose donnity form , said garment being compressed within the storage chamber of said 
container body to multiple times the loose, uncompressed d e nsity form , wherein the 
garment constitutes hosiery; 

a cover member extending across the open end of the storage chamber to retain 
the garment within the container body, wherein the cover member includes a body 
portion provided with a plurality of openings; and 

a cap member mounted to the open end of the container body over the cover 
member. 

19. (original) The compact package according to claim 18, wherein the body portion of 
the cover member includes an arcuate base. 

20. (original) The compact package according to claim 19, wherein a lower side of the 
base is convex in shape. 

21. (original) The compact package according to claim 16, further comprising: a pull-tab 
element, attached to the body portion of the cover member, for use in removing the cover 
member from the storage chamber. 
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22. (original) The compact package according to claim 21, wherein the pull-tab element 
is pivotally connected to the body portion. 

23. (original) The compact package according to claim 22, wherein the pull-tab element 
constitutes a ring. 

24. (original) The compact package according to claim 16, further comprising: a 
plurality of projections provided on an upper inside surface portion of the container body, 
said cover member engaging the plurality of projections within the storage chamber. 

25. (original) The compact package according to claim 1 6, further comprising: a buffer 
material arranged upon the garment within the storage chamber. 

26. (original) The compact package according to claim 25, wherein the buffer material is 
different from the delicate material of the garment. 

27. (original) The compact package according to claim 26, wherein the buffer material is 
constituted by paper.

29. (previously amended) The compact package according to claim 1 6, wherein the 
hosiery constitutes a pair of pantyhose.
